ADDITIONAL REGULATIONS 
for the Register of the Intermediate School Teachers in Ireland. 

The Registration Council does hereby, with the approval of 
Their Excellencies the Lords Justices General and General 
Governors of Ireland, make the following additional Regulations 
for the Register of the Intermediate School Teachers in Ireland. 

1. Qualifications in the theory and practice of education other 
than those specified in Schedule E. to the Regulations for the 
Register of the Intermediate School Teachers in Ireland dated 
the 27th day of February, 1918 (hereinafter referred to as “ the 
principal regulations ”) or otherwise recognised in any regula- 
tion of the Council may, on application, be entered in Column 4 
of the register provided — 

(a) The qualification was obtained at some rare of the uni- 

versities mentioned in the aforementioned schedule ; 

( b ) The authorities of the particular university concerned 

certify that such qualification is substantially the 
same as that stated in Schedule E. aforesaid in the 
case of such university. 

2. The following qualification shall be deemed to be added to 
Schedule D. to the principal regulations as an approved qualifi- 
cation under Regulation 2, I. ( b ) : — 

The Irish Art Teachers’ Certificate. 

3. The following qualification shall be deemed to be an ap- 
proved qualification for the purpose of Regulation 3, I. (Transi- 
tion Conditions of Registration — “ one of the qualifications 

' specified in Schedule E, or such other diploma in the theory and 
practice of education ”) of the principal regulations in the case 
of an applicant who has graduated : — 

The Queen’s University of Belfast : Diploma in Education. 

4. The following schools shall be deemed to be recognised 
schools for the purpose of Regulation 2, III., and of Regulation 
3 of the principal regulations : — 

(a) South Presentation Convent Intermediate School, Cork. 

( b ) Trades’ Preparatory Schools of the Department of Agri- 

culture and Technical Instruction for Ireland. 

(c) Secondary schools on the Efficient List of the English 

Board of Education.

<rf) Intermediate and secondary schools that are recognised 
for grants or are declared efficient by the Scotch 
Education Department, and schools under the De-, 
partment’s inspection which are recognised us centres 
for the training of junior students and receive grants 
for this purpose under Article 56 of the Regulations 
for the Preliminary Education, etc., of teachers. 
(Code of Regulations for Day Schools in Scotland). 

(e) The undermentioned Australian secondary schools— 

In the State of New South Wales— 

St. Ignatius College, Riverview, Sydney. 

St. Aloysius College, Milson’s Point, Sydney. 

In the State of "Victoria — 

Xavier College, Kew, Melbourne. 

St. Patrick’s College, Melbourne. 

(/) Christian Brothers’ College, Line Wall Road, Gibraltar. 

5. For the purpose of Regulation 3, I. of the principal regu- 
lations, the required period of experience may, by decision of 
the Council, be reduced in the case of an applicant whose teach- 
ing experience has been interrupted by service in the armed forces 
of°the Crown or auxiliary services during the war. 

6. The following schools shall be deemed to be intermediate 
schools for the purpose of Regulation 4, II. of the principal re- 
gulations : — 

South Presentation Convent Intermediate School, Cork. 

Trades’ Preparatory Schools of the Department of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction for Ireland. 

7. These regulations shall be construed as one with the prin- 
cipal regulations, and shall come into force as from the date of 
their approval.
